For similar reasons the first table excludes a 
number of export items. 


VALUE of exports is expressed £A f.o.b. or its equivalent at port of 
shipment; value of imports is "transaction value" £A f.o.b. or “domestic value" 
EA f.0.b. at port of shipment, whichever is the higher.
